Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1948. 


To  the  Mayor;  Aldermen  and  Goiiiicillors  of  the  Borough  of  Deal 


Mr.  May or 5 Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I "beg  to  suLmio  its/-  Tvrenty- second  Annual  Report  on  the 
Puhlic  Health  Services  and  general  health  of  the  Borough, 
and  this  report  again  shows  a very  satisfactory  position. 

In  the  final  statistics  it  will  he  noted  that  the 
Birth  Rate  again  shov/s  a slight  decline,  as  does  the  Death 
Rate.  In  both  cases,  these  rates  are  slightly  above  the 
general  average  for  the  country. 

Puerperal  Sepsis  has  not  produced  any  maternal  deaths 
and  it  is  a point  worthy  of  notice,  in  so  far  that  this  neg- 
ative return  has  been  consistent  for  many  years. 

Two  deaths  have  been  recorded  from  other  raate'-’nal  causes 
but  nevertheless  these  statistics,  coupled  v/ith  those  of 
former  years  prove  the  high  standard  of  the  Maternity  v/ork 
performed  in  the  Borough. 

Infectious  Diseases  were  largely  limited  to  the  milder 
ailments  v/hich  inevitably  occur  amongst  young  children  and 
although  the  epidemics  were  fairly  severe,  no  unpleasant 
results  occurred. 

It  is  worthy  to  note  also  that  only  one  case  of  Diph- 
theria was  notified  during  the  year,  and  in  consequence  I feel 
that  some  credit  must  be  given  to  the  Imiiiunisa ti on  Scheme  which 
will  be  extended  during  1949o 

^As  reported  later  in  the  report,  this  Department  secured 
for  the  first  time  for  many  years  a full  complement  of  members 
and  work  proceeded  liarmoniously  and  well  throughout  the  year. 

In  the  latter  months,  however,  a dispute  arose  as  to  the 
status  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  this  dispute  v/as 
in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will 
soon  be  settled  as  the  problem  does  not  apnear  to  contain  anv 
great  difficulties. 

_^A3  in  previous  pre  v/ar  years,  one  of  the  ma,jor  problems 
has  been  under  the  heading  of  "Housing'*  v/herc  the  difficulties 
are  manifold.  Much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  tov/n  in  re- 
housing overcrowded  families,  but  considerable  hardship  and 
difficulties  still  exist  which  it  is  hoped  will,  in  a great  part 
oe  overcome  during  the  next  year. 
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The  shortages  in  hiiildinf^  iratcr ials  and  delays  through 
complications  of  Certificates  and  ordersj  etc.,  were  less 
evident  in  1948,  and  during  the  year  the  Department  found 
Builders  and  Contractors  very  amenahle  and  willing  to  assist 
in  every  way. 

Much  valuable  repair  work  was  performed  throughout  the 
whole  Borough  to  ease  the  several  difficulties  experienced  by 
those  who  suffered  through  the  war. 

Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  item  in  1948  war,  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  National  Health  Service,  on  the  5th  July. 

As  this  Borough  was  not  directly  responsible  for  many  of  the 
branches  of  the  Health  Services  so  involved,  e.g.  Ambulance, 
District  Nurses,  Mental  Health  and  Lunacy  Acts,  Materniby  and 
Child  Welfare,  etc.,  the  introduction  of  the  new  Health  Service 
did  not  in  a large  measure,  affect  the  Borough. 

I would  like  to  mention  the  work  of  the  Ambulance  Section 
with  which  we  are  in  close  touch.  This  has  continued  under 
the  direction  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  has  render- 
ed the  very  beat  services  to  the  tov/n. 

The  School  Services  continue  to  operate  under  the  Kent 
County  Council  whose  main  Centre  is  the  old  First  Aid  Post, 
Victoria  Park,  v/here  a considerable  amount  of  work  including 
that  done  by  the  excellent  Dental  Clinic  is  performed,  and  is 
increasing  in  its  use  by  the  School  Children. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  throughout  the  year, 
to  Street  Trading,  v^hich  of  course  included  the  sale  of  ice- 
cream, fish,  vegetables,  and  other  commodities.  Thij  ti>wn, 
being  a seaside  resort  has  probably  more  of  this  type  of  trading 
than  other  towns  and  the  Department  has  been  active  in  ensuring 
that  all  vans,  barrov/s  and  stalls  comply  with  all  regulations. 

In  addition,  ice  cream  factories  and  retail  establishments  have 
been  regularly  inspected  and  their  commodities  regularly  sanpled. 

I am  V7sll  satisfied  that  this  work  of  the  Department  haV  been 
thoroughly  kept  up  to  date. 

Routine  work  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and  Lilce  has  of 
course  c ont  inued,  and  during  the  year  two  sewer  treatments  of 
some  extent  were  performed.  Here  again  I commer;-  to  the  members 
the  value  of  this  work  which  has  successfully  got  rid  of  a large 
n’omber  of  undesirable  pests. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  commend  the  work  of  the 
various  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  to  record  my 
appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Town's  Principal  Officers  for  their 
co-operation,  courtesy  and  assistance  in  many  matters  involving 
the  w'elfare  of  the  Borough.  My  special  thanks  are  due  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  and  guidance  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

PHYSIGAL  FEiiTIIRDS 


The  Borough  of  Deals  possesses  a promenade  foreshore  of 
nearly  three  and  a half  miles j and  is  rcnov/ned  as  a health 
resort.  Its  geographical  position  is  unique  in  view  of  its 
situation  on  the  English  Ghannel  and  its  pleasant  climate  gives 
added  advantage  to  the  Town.  The  ¥/hole  area  is  levels  rising 
only  very  gradually  to  the  surrounding  v/ooded  country.  The 
level  nature  of  the  ground  is  an  added  benefit  to  invalids. 

The  beach  is  comprised  of  flint  pebbles  v/hich  remains  unpolluted 
by  reason  of  the  tides. 

IIETEOROLOG-Y 

Details  of  me teorological ‘observations  are  set  fortl,  in 
Tables  I and  II. 

"ghe  hottest  month  was  August  giving  a m.ean  min-imum  reading 
of  53°P  while  the  coldest  month  was  February  v\rith  a mean  of  the 
minimum  reading  of  34 °F. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  vms  25.42  inches s the  heaviest 
amount  falling  in  January s viz.  3.91  inchesy  while  during  March 
the  amount  registered  was  only  ,80  inches s this  being,  the  driest 
month  of  t he  year. 

There  were  I38  days  of  the  year  on  v/hich  ,01  of  an  inch  or 
more  rain  fell. 

The  total  hours  of  sunshine  recorded  for  the  years  ex- 
cluding Aprils  was  1475.2s  the  sunniest  month  being  May  v/ith 
222.0  honors  s while  January  with  a recording  of  38.9  hours  had 
the  least  sunshine.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Deal  is  situated  on  the  South  East  Channel  Coast  posses- 
sing a sea  frontage  of  approximately  5 miles 5 is  renowned  as 
a Health  Resort  and  famous  for  its  invigorating  air. 

The  town  is  mostly  residential  with  a high  proportion 
of  Viforking  Class  population,,  many  of  whom^  as  do  the  loeal 
traders y derive  income  from  holiday  traffic  in  the  more  fav- 
ourahle  months.  During  the  year  much  headway  has  heen  made 
in  restoring  the  hoarding  houses  and  hotel  accommodation. 

The  difficult  housing  situation  aggravated  in  part  hy  t-ie  War 
is  gradually  being  met  in  the  construction  of  new  hous::'.g 
estates. 

The  town  forms  the  residence  of  a large  proportion  of 
enployees  who  work  at  the  nearby  Betteshanger  Collicm  and 
during  the  post-war  years y a number  of  small  but  thrivj.ng 
industries  have  set  up  factories  within  the  tovra  and  these y 
together  v;ith  the  collieryy  v/c  trusty  v/ill  add  to  the  pros- 
perity of  this  ancient  Borough. 

The  climatic  conditions  a re  exceedingly  good  and  the 
broad  aim  iSy  as  far  as  possible^  to  retain  the  old  charac- 
teristics of  the  Town  and  to  combine  these  v/ith  modern  develop- 
ment y consistent  with  good  Public  Health  measures.  This  will 
enable  the  Town  to  progress  and  jAct  keep  much  of  io,-.  charm.

HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAEF 

The  Depap tmorit  in  1948  vi/'orked.  for  the  first  time  for 
many  years  vvlth  a fall  complement  of  memhers.  This  enahled 
as  to  re-organise  daties  and  to  proceed  in  sahjccts  which 
had  necessarily  to  he  left  in  aheyance  throagh  war  contin- 
gencies and  lack  of  staff.  It  v/as  possihle  to  re--’ nstitate 
many  routine  inspections  5 commencing  with  the  important  house 
to  house  inspections.  Much  valuahle  work  was  cormdeted  on 
the  proposed  Redevelopment  area  adjoining  the  Sea  ^ront. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  applied  successfully  to 
the  Trihunal  for  an  up-grading  and  was  av/arded  Grade  V from 
Grade  IV  dating  hack  to  the  time  of  his  appointment  as  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  in  1946,  Following  on  this  upgrading 5 
Mr,  Greenj  Senior  Sanitary  Inspectors  having  taken  objection 
to  points  raised  in  the  Councils’  case  at  the  Tribunal  wrote 
to  the  Chairmans  Vice  Chairman  and  Ministry  of  Health  to 
seek  a ruling  as  to  his  status  and  obligations  ~ referring 
particularly  to  the  definition  of  his  ’’general  direction” 
under  the  Medical  Officer.  From:  this  action  a dispute  arose 
which  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  still  unsettled  and  appeared 
to  be  increasing  in  its  complications, 

LABORATORIES  FACILI TIES 

The  principal  centre  for  laboratory  Yvork  is  the  Kent 
County  Laboratory  at  MaidstonCs  Y/hich  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  A.  Elliotts  M.D,  s D.PcHc.  s the  Kent  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health, 

This  laboratory  undertakes  all  forms  of  investigations  and 
is  freely  used  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  t he  Town. 

The  service  is  of  a high  standard.  We  co-operate  with  the 
County  by  furnishing  samples  and  specimens  as  requested  for 
Public  Health  work  generally, 

AiaULAN-CE  FACILITIES 

(a)  From  July  5th  these  came  under  the  direction  01  the  Na  tLonal 
Health  Service  and  are  on  the  Government’s  behalf j managed  by  the 
Kent  County  Council.  The  existing  services  provided  by  the 
St.  Johns  Ambula-nce  Brigade-  remained  unchanged  and  the  tovms  Y/ell 
supported  vath  a m.inimum  of  tv/o  stretcher  ambulances  and  one 
sitting  case  cary  v/ith  a full  time  staff  enjoyed  a continuation 
of  the  excelle'nt  services  organised  before  the  new  Act  was  irnploment- 
ed.  The  nevY  Act  provides  for  closer  liason  betY/een  adjoining 
Boroughs.  I should  like  here  to  compliment  the  Ambulance  Staff 
for  their  excelle'nt  co-operative  Y/ork  v/hich  has  remained  at  its 
former  high  standard, 

I should  also  like  to  mention  the  extremely  valuable 
Hospital  Car  Service  organised  and  run  so  Y/ell  in  this  tovm 
by  Miss  P.  Blunt.  ' ■ . 
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This  voluntary  service  is  one  of  immense  value  and  the  ladies 
and  gentlemen  operating  this  service  give  use  of  their  cars 
and  much  of  their  time  to  this  community  effort.  It  is  a 
very  valuable  adjunct  to  the  existing  service,  lightens  the 
heavy  burden  of  the  main  centre  and  is  of  great  assistance  to 
patients  requiring  long  distance  transport.  Congratulations 
and  thanks  are  due  to  the  organiser  and  members  of  this  branch 
of  hospital  work  for  prompt  and  self  sacrificing  work, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  CASES 

Here,  with  the  acceptance  of  our  infectious  diseases  at 
Dover  Isolation  Hospital,  that  institution  provides  the 
requisite  transport. 

Our  own  hospital,  long  since  abandoned  as  such,  still 
possesses  an  ambulance.  In  that  we  disclaimed  the  hospital 
disposed  of  the  equipment,  and  infectious  transport  v/as  properly 
and  fully  replaced  it  was  considered  that  this  ambulance  could 
not  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  new  Act.  Discussion 
is  proceeding  on  this  question  as  to  whether  this  ambulance  can 
rightfully  be  taken  over  by  the  higher  Authority  without  recom- 
pense or  whether  it  can  be  properly  used  or  disposed  of  by  this 
C ouncil. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOKffi 


The  arrangements  for  this  care  are  made  through  the  Deal 
District  Nursing  Association  who  have  continued  to  provide  us 
with  a service  of  the  highest  standard.  The  staff  of  nurses 
was  increased  during  the  year  and  consisted  of  four  Midwives 
and  three  Home  Nurses. 

MIDWIVES 


The  Kent  County  Council  administer  the  Midwives  Act,  and 
midwives  employed  in  Deal  are  directed  by  the  District  Nursing 
Association  on  behalf  of  the  Kent  County  Council,

HOSPITALS 

1.  Infectious  Disease 


Gases  requiring  isolation  are  admitted  to  Dover  Isolation 
Hospital,  an  arrangement  which  existed  "before  the  new  Act  came 
into  force  and  which  works  satisfactorily. 

Apart  from  two  wide  spread  epidemics  of  Whooping  Cough  and 
Measles  - the  former  occurring  in  the  early  months  of  the  year 
and  the  latter  at  the  end  of  the  year  ~ the  town  has  been  remark- 
ably free  of  major  infections.  Both  epidemics  attacked  the 
younger  children  of  the  community  and  were  of  a mild  character 
leaving  no  disasters  or  serious  sequelae  , 

2,  Surgical  and  Medical 

Cases  under  these  headings  are  dealt  with  by  the  Deal, 
vYalmer  and  District  Memorial  Hospital,  This  hosp^^cal,  with 
approximately  37  "beds  has  accommodation  for  male  and  female 
patients  in  general  wards,  and  for  children^  and  can  also  admit 
a few  people  under  private  arrangements.  It  is  a well  equipped 
institution  v/ith  a voluntary  Surgical  and  Medical  staff  prior  to 
its  acquisition  on  the  5th  July, 

The  existing  staff  were  retained  under  the  nev/  Act  and  continued 
to  run  the  several  clinics,  including  General  Medical  and  Surgical, 
Out-patients,  Tu'berculos is , X Ray,  Osteopathic,  Ear  Nose  and  Throat 
Ophthalmic,  Physi otheraphy  Services.  V/here  extra  facilities  are 
required  patients  Ly  the  close  liasion  existing  under  the  National 
Health  Service  are  transferred  to  the  Canter"bury  Hospital  or 
Folkestone  Hospitals  or  other  recognised  institutions  in  the  County 
and  London. 

HSLxLTH  VISITORS 


These  nurses  as  Before,  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Kent 
County  Council  and  5 were  employed  in  the  town  on  various  branches  - 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Tuberculosis,  Ante-Natal  and  general 
health  visiting  duties.  I should  like  to  commend  the  ¥i/ork  of 
these  nurses  to  the  notice  of  the  Members  and  to  express  gratitude 
for  their  assistance  during  1947. 

DIPETHERLi  IMI'm'ISi.T  IGN 


Up  to  5th  July  when  the  Kent  County  Council  took  over  the 
whole  Authority  of  this  vrork  we  were  responsible  for  those 
children  of  school  ages.  The  work  in  Deal  was  properly  executed 
and  organised  and  the  L,ov/n  shov/’ed  figures  comparab^'o  with  any  in 
the  County, 
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Immunisation  proceeds  on  the  same  lines  as  he-^ore  through 
Clinic  and  General  practitioners. 

It  is  hoped  in  19U9  to  instal  diphtheria  immunisation  clinics 
within  the  Schools  particularly  to  secure  the  protection  of  any 
children  not  yet  treated  and  to  continue  to  safeguard  them  Toy 
further  innoculations  of  those  already  once  immunised.  I am 
satisfied  that  the  local  children  are  well  guarded  and  that  the 
parents  refusing  this  attention  are  in  a small  minority,

Two  samples  comprised  milk  f'rom  10  churns  in  course 
of  delivery  to  a Deal  miilk  receiving  depot.  These  tvco  samples 
vvere  found  to  contain  small  quantities  of  water ^ apparently 
due  to  s omie  carelessness  in  regard  to  the  improper  drainage  of 
mHlking  utensils  used.  Subsequent  samples  proved  to  be 
genuine  milk  and  the  producer  was  caui:ioned« 
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Inferior  Milk; 


Of  the  four  milk  samples  reported  as  ’’Infer-u-or-  one 
Mas  found  in  the  course  of  the  investigation  mentioned 
above.  Two  others  were  slightly  deficient  in  fe  (viz. 

2,95^  and  2.^).  These  again  v/ere  in  course  of  delivery 
samples  and  the  producer  v/as  advised  as  to  the  proper  mixing 
of  his  milk  and  as  regards  milking  hours. 

The  remaining  sample  was  taken  from  the  retailor  and 
contained  of  fit.  Subsequent  sanples  v/ere  found  to  be 

genuine .

SCHOOLS 

There  are  10  Schools  in  the  Borough  under  the  direction 
of  the  Kent  Education  Committee  catering  for  infant  and 
primary  and  secondary  educationj  with  a school  population 
of  approximately  3 5 000. 

I hold  the  post  of  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer 
under  the  Kent  Education  Committee  5 attending  all  the  Schools 
with  the  exception  of  the  Girls’  Section  of  the  County  Modern 
School. 

I have  always  contended  that  it  is  an  advantage  in  a 
community  that  a person  holding  this  position  should  have 
a close  and  intimate  knov/ledge  of  the  town  and  its  people  as 
this  knov/ledge  v/hrch  extends  outside  the  school  walls s is 
valuable  in  the  preservation  of  the  childrens  health  interests. 

The  Health  Services  for  School  children  are  well 
organised  and  extensive.  Regular  medical  inspections  take 
place  in  the  School  buildings  and  any  child  shov/ing  defects 
is  kept  observed  and  his  or  her  case  followed  up  to  ensure 
that  everything  is  done. 

The  system  includes  provision  for  practical ly  every 
ailment  and  the  treatment  is  arranged  directly  v/ith  the  County 
who  employ  various  specialists  - several  of  vh  om  attend 
regularly  in  the  town.  These  include  Clinic  arrangements  for 
Osteopathies  ophthalmiCj  Tuberculosis  5 Ears  Nose  .nd  Throats 
Physcio-theraphy s and  speech  defects. 

Other  branches  are  catered  for  at  the  hospitals s notably 
skin  and  psychological  cases.  Cases  are  frequently  referred 
to  the  Clinic  by  Local  Practitioners  and  treatment  for  the 
cases  is  performed  with  their  co-operation. 

Throughout  the  year  the  childrens’  health  has  maintained 
a high  standard.
